2. Inventive Step 

Claim 1 of the present invention is intended to present a nursing nipple which has the durability not to be torn with a 
fetogue load and eliminates difficulty in breathing by facilitating the flow of air. The solution according to claim 1 is 
from fiber nets and an air flow groove which are equipped in the nipple. 

Dl discloses a nursing bottle nipple comprising a teat part, a bowl-like drum part and a connecting part Dl does not 
give any inference for the fiber nets and the air flow groove, and the solution in Dl is not obvious for a skiUed person 
m the art. 



Thus, the invention in claim 1 is inventive under 33(3) PCT. 
As a consequence, depradent claims 2-4 are also inventive. 
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3. Indutrial applicability 

Claims 1-4 fulfil the requirement of Article 33(4) PCT. 
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
